MERICAN MEATS IN GERMANY. 
The American tariff commission- 

ers, who have been spending some 
weeks in Germany, send us assurances 
of no littleAmportance. The German 
guiboriti seemed to have entirely 
abandoned their opposition to the ad- 
mission of American cured meats to 
that country. 
This announcement is important 
from two points of view. The tariff 
reformers and free-traders of this 
country have rasped their throats 
sore for years warning us of the cer- 
tainty of a tariff! war developing 
among the nations unless we gave up 
our national.policy of protection to 
American industries. Undoubtedly 
the likelihood of such a step has been 
discussed among the economists of 
European nations and nowhere more 
generally or more earnestly than in 


It has been insisted by the advo- 
cates of the protective tariff that any 
general tariff warfare was improb- 
able for the reason that it would de- 
feat own ends. Germany and other 
Eu nations admit our food 
products, whether breadstuffs or 
meats, because they must hdve them. 
Germany is distinctly a protective 
country, as are all other large Fu- 
ropean nations excepting Great Brit- 
ain. If a tariff’ on American cereals 
or American meats would result in an 
amelioration of conditions in Ger- 
many, that tariff would have been en- 
forced years before, and the. step 
would have been taken without any 
reference whatever to our tariff sched- 
ules on imports into this ntry. The 
Agrarians of Germany e for years 
been loudly clamoring for such, pro- 
tection to these interests. But om the 
other hand is the greatly redundant 
population of all these western Fu- 
ropean countries, where it is impos- 
sible to produce enough food on the 
soil to mourish the inhabitants. All 
foods are excessively dear in these 
densely-populated countries as com- 
pared with the prices ruling in our 
own country. The question has been 
fought out by these two antagonistic 
interests io Germany and decided in 
favor of that policy which will result 
in the greatest good to the greatest 
number. The Agrarians in Germany, 
Belgium and other western European 
nations have met their Waterloo be- 
fore the greater army of consumers 
who cannot afford to pay higher 
prices than at present ruling for 
food and certainly will not submit to 
have food supplies arbitrarily shut 
out. 

The other important point of view 
brought into light is that the scan-
